TWO basement rooms have been remodelled and fitted up for exhibition 
of Egyptian antiquities. 

Nearly all the galleries have been re-hung with neutral warm grey stuffs. 

A complete change in the lighting system is under consideration; old 
fixtures are being removed. In exhibition galleries the new blue nitrogen 
lamp is being installed.
